Columbia (Mr, Bennett) wished’ to 
demand. 


lt is difficult to believe that so_ 


shrewd a politician. as Mr. Bennett 
could seriously offer such an in- 


-credible proposition to any body of 


Canadian voters. On the basis which 
he presents, Canada’s government 
would become hostage to a small 
group of members with but a single 
principle: My province, right or 
wrong. 

Nothing could more quickly im- 
peril the institution of our national 
parliament, nothing could more 
quickly destroy Confederation, than 
such a ruthless program of separa- 
tism. British Columbia, under such 
a plan, would deserve nothing but 
the retaliation which the nine other 
provinces would inevitably impose. 
But Canada itself would be the chief 
sufferer: the Canadian identity could 
disappear in a: chaotic welter of 
cross purposes and sectional selfish- 
ness. 

It il becomes ‘the head of one 
of Canada’s most prosperous prev- 


inces to take the attitude that the 
nation’s elected law-making body is 
merely a means to a provincial end, 
that the historic House of Commons 
is nothing more than a bargain 
counter at. which a splinter group 
can force the country to its will ‘on 
threat of stalemate of the law-mak- 
ing function or defeat of the admini- 
stration. 

Yet what other meaning can we 
take from Mr, Bennett’s recent 
campaign utterances? “Diefenbaker 
was bad enough—Pearson is worse.” 
“Nobody, but nobody, should vote 
Liberal!” “The old-line parties take 
your money to spend on politics— 
not progress.’ All these point’ to 


_a determination to break down the 


organization of the political forces 
of this-country on a national basis 
and establish a system of contend- 
ing regional blocks. 

Mr. Bennett recognizes that the 
group for which he speaks has 
proved unable to achieve a national 


following. .This being the case he is © 


prepared to destroy the very basis 
of national polity in the hope he 
may achieve his ends. through op- 
portunistic manoeuvre in a chaos of 
regional minorities. 

What the premier of this prov- 
ince proposes is nothing less than a 
formula for national dissolution. It’ 
is a formula which would wre¢k 


- parliamentary government and ‘the 


constitutional intent of this pation. 

Once again Mr. Bennett's polit- 
ical acumen, so effective in the 
provineial field, has forsaken hiin 
when he plunges into national 
politics.

MBé: DifFENBAKER has challenged 
the prime minister to produce a 
letter on the subject of Viet Nam ad- 
dressed to the Cana- 
/ dian government last 
/ summer by President 
Johnson. The Conser- 
vative Jeader is re- 
ported to have said 
at Renfrew: “I say 
to the prime mini- 
ster, let’s have an 
answer. I know I 
won't get one. I 
know that.” This is a 
strange development 
for two reasons. In the first place Mr. 
Diefenbaker has already had his 
answer, ‘The letter has not been pub- 
lished because Mr. Johnson, who ad- 
dressed similar letters to about 20 coun- 
tries, decided that the correspondence 
should not be.made public. 

Mr. Diefenbaker’s interest in | this 
matter was apparently rekindled by re- 
roarks of Mr. Walter Gordon at a press 
conference the other day. Had he con- 
fined himself to Mr. Gordon's comments, 
the Conservative leader would have had 
a fair debating point because the mini- 
ster of finance, wandering into another 
minister's territory, placed an inter- 
pretation upon the Johnson letter differ- 
ent from that which had been offered 
last summer by Mr. Martin. 

The difference was, however, of 
somewhat academic importance. 
Whether the president sought or did not 
seek military assistance from Canada 
in Viet'Nam, it has been made clear 
(and even more clear by Mr, 
that there will be ‘no such Canadian 
intervention. 


Demanded Impossible 


Instead of making this valid, if not 
very important, point, Mr. Diefenbaker 
chose to demand the impossible. “‘It is,”’ 
he said, “a matter of national urgency 
to know what happened.”

I weil 
recall Mr. King taking the position quiie 
firmly in the 'House with respect to such 
motions; that they should not pass un- 
Jess there was reservation making 2!- 
lowance for the necessity’ of obtaining 
the consent of the provincial government 
if one were concerned, or, when it was 
something affecting external affairs, the 
conserit of the government of the other 
country concerned. He stated the reason 
very clearly, namely, that there could 
not be frank exchanges between gov- 
ernments unless there were some such 
reservation concerning the tabling of 
correspondence.” 

Is it unreasonable that a government 
(in the present case the U.S. govern- 


ment) ‘should decline to permit publica- — 


tion in certain circumstances? Not, ac~ 
cording to Mr. Green, who, as Mr. Dief- 
enbaker will remember was minister of 
external affairs in the Conservative gov- 
ernment. 

On April 21. 1961, Mr. Herridge 
brought up the question of possible Amer- 
jean intervention in Cuba. Mr. Argue, 
following up, asked: ‘‘Would the minister 
say. whether any representations on this 
situation have been-made by Canada 
to the president of the United States? 

To this Mr. Green replied: “Mr. 
Speaker, if we were to walk in to the 
House and, in answer to questions, ex- 
plain all ihe representations that are 
made to the United States or other coun- 
tries, it would not be very Jong before 
our representations would simply have 
no value.” 


Dietenbaker Example 


‘Thus the Diefenbaker ‘government held 
that it was perfectly proper to decline 
publication of representations made to 
other countries on such dangerous sub- 
jects, It must be equally proper for Mr. 
Johnson to take the same position. 

Furthermore, the Diefenbaker gov- 
ernment held that it was wrong to make 
public communications from other gov- 
ernments without their consent for this 
would destroy the possibility of ‘‘frank 
exchanges.”’ But Mr. Diefenbaker,. re- 
pudiating his old colleagues, now main- 
tains the opposite.

Talking Beats Shooting 


[* jaw, jaw is better than war, war 
it is’ also much better than a_uni- 
lateral declaration of independence by 
Rhodesia’s white mi- 
nority government. 
‘his is all that can 
be said in defence of 
much of the . futile 
diplomatic tail--chas- 
ing that has taken 
place since the eol- 
lapse of the Rho 
desian independence 
talks here two weeks 
ago. It has become 
heartily clear that 


Dewey 
Ian Smith, the Rhodesian prime mini- 


ster, is a sadder and wiser man since 
his return from the London conference. 
Here, far from the cries of “‘good old 
Smithy,”’ and exposed for the first time 
to the drafts of contrary opinion, he felt 
the full weight of world disapproval and 
saw the depth of the chasm that lay 
before his country. 

He is still a prisoner of his earlier 
belligerence, of course.. After all, his 
white countrymen didn't come to Lon- 
don and they. presumably still feel the 
way Mr, Smith encouraged them to feet 
before he left. In short, the Rhodesian 
leader may still be called upon to make 
good his promises to seize independence 
at an early date if he is to save his own 
skin. 


Wants Delay. 


But everything that has happened 
there in the past two weeks—or_ more 
accurately that has not eads 
inevitably to the conclusion that Mr. 
Smith is-now as eager as anyone in 
London to find a creditable excuse to 
delay the day of reckoning. 

This presumption alone justifies the 
strange suggestions that have lately been 
masquerading-as diplomatic initiatives. 
Chief among these was the idea of send- 
ing’ a team of Commonwealth prime 
ministers to see Mr. Smith. Little mat- 
ter that the Commonwealth has no com- 
petence in a dispute between Britain 
and one of her colonies. Little matter 
that a Commonwealth mission could be 
~-given-no-brief- to. _dieker with Mr.-Smith 
or that no Commonwealth prime mini- 
ster could say anything that hadn't al- 
ready been said more forcibly and au- 
thoritatively by Mr. Wilson. 

It was enough that the. suggestion 
itself might have bought a little time, 
much as the answer to a pressing do- 
mestic problem is often to appoint a 
royal commission until the heat is off. 
Had the proposal been just a little less 
flimsy, moreover, Mr. Smith in his need 
might well have bitten. 


Not Very Astute 


As it was, his contemptuous dismis- 
sal of the idea on the ground that a 
mission would contain unfriendly ele- 
ments proved once again—as <lid the re- 
“sstriction of Garfield Todd, the former 
‘Rhodesian prime minister -— that Mr. 
Smith is«not the world’s most astute 
statesman. 

Even his~most ambitious thrust to 
date seems to have been turned back 
on him. The “eleventh-hour’ proposal 
that an independent Rhodesia would 
guarantee the existing 1961- constitution 
by means of an international treaty was 
clearly an attempt to enlarge a crack 
that opens between the British govern 
ment and the Conservative party and 
to place the onus of the consequences 


on the shoulders of ‘Mr. Wilson. 

The opening. was provided for Mr. 
Smith during the London talks, when 
Conservative leaders placed the treaty 
proposal before both negotiating parties. 
At the time Mr. Smith was: not very 
taken with: it and -refused the oppor- 
tunity of discussing it with Mr. Wilson. 


Presumably his decision to make the , 


idea the basis of a last-ditch appeal 
to the British government arose from a 
belated appreciation of ‘its tactical pos- 
sibilities. 

The manoeuvre has worked in that 
it has broken the united front between 
the British government and the opposi- 
tion—as it was bound to do since the 
treaty proposal was a Conservative in- 
itiative and since it was at the same 
time a patently unacceptable one to the 
government. Indeed, the idea of a post- 
independent treaty makes a mockery of 
all that the British negotiators have been 
trying to do. 


Prior Promise 


For a start, no treaty could diminish 
the fact that Britain would have reneged 
on her promise to grant Rhodesian inde- 
pendence on a majority-rule- basis; For 
Britain to accept a treaty guaranteeing 
the 1961. constitution would be to aban- 
don the position that this constitution 
does not provide an adequate frame 
work for African advance. 

Finally, for the British government 
to grant Rhodesian independence on. this 
basis would mean accepting a solution 
that was democratically acceptable 
to ALL Rhodesians—and this provision 
is the key ‘to five principles which Brit- 
ain feels must. be satisfied before inde- 
pendence-can be granted. 

With regard to enforcement a a 
treaty, it is being. argued that Britain 
would always remain free to adopt what 
ever measures are open to her now, But 
there can be no denying that Britain is 
now in a much better position, morally 
and legally, to safeguard the rights of 
Rhodesia’s African. majority than she 
ever would be under the strongest post- 
independence treaties.

Earnest Women Brought Love 
To Indian Waifs in Wilderness 


By ELIZABETH FORBES __ 


In her book “The New North,” written 
after an epic journey down the Mackenzie 
River to the Arctic Ocean, more than 57 years 
aco, 
of visiting St. Peter’s Angli- 
can Mission, at the mouth 
of Hay River :on Great 
Slave Lake. 

Miss Cameron wrote: 
“Life is quaint at the Hay 
River Mission. The impres- 
sion we carry away is of 
earnest and sweet-hearted 
women bringing mother- 
love to the waifs of the 
wilderness, letting their 
light shine where few there 
are to see it.” 

This week I had coffee with one of ‘those 
““gweet-hearted women,” right in Victoria. 

Now well over a half century away from 
her experiences on the Great Slave, Mrs. A. 
L. Carruthers still vividly recalls those mission 
days and her youthful enthusiasm to help 
Indians. J 

It was no whim that set this interesting 
woman’s feet on the trek northward.

Born Winona Orr on the 
Stoney Indian Reservation, near Battleford, 
Saskatchewan, where her father was Indian 
agent, she played with Indian children, until 
she was sent away to school. 

_ In her formative years she saw her parents 

work long and faithfully, especially during the 
Riel Rebellion, to improve conditions for In- 
dians and the Metis. 

It was natural, when she received her 
teacher’s certificate that she should apply for 
work in the mission field. 

Winona Orr was till in her teens in 1903, 
when she joined a group going to Hay River

Victoria’s Agmes Deans Cameron spoke’ 


with Rev. Thomas J. Marsh, to establish a 
mission church and school. 

She remembers the journey by train, stage 
and then, from Athabaska Landing by filat- 
bettomed river scow with 20-foot oars. 

The mission was established on flat land 
“Covered with.spruce and poplar trees,"’ at 
the mouth of Hay River. 

Children came to the school for a- three- 
year period. They learned practical handi- 
crafts as well as other subjects. Many -tribes 
were represented. Mrs. Carruthers remembers . 
five different languages were spoken along 
with’ English—Cree,. Eskimo, Loucheux, Dog 
Rib. and Carrier. 

* * * 

Eskimos, she says, had the most intelligent 
approach and were able to adapt easier. The 
Indians were -“intellectually cramped” by old 
and unsavory superstitions. It was hard for 
them to accept new 

Regular menu was fish, “served 365 days 
a year, three times a day,” with the addition 
of rabbit during the winter season. 

“We bought those rabbits by the cord,” 
Mrs. Carruthers explains, ‘“They were stacked 
in frozen lots, outside the door. We'd chip 
them off and bring them in and thaw them, 
when they were needed for the cook pot.” 

In the six years she was at Hay River, 
Winona Carruthers “never set foot in a white 
person’s hut’? and she only saw. 21 white 
women, 

“The loneliness was beyond description,” 
this ‘‘sweet-hearted’” woman remembers. “At 
night there was nothing . . . but nothing... 
to see except, the stars and the Northern 
Lights. 5 

“I didn’t seem to mind then, for I was 
imbued with the idea of service. In my youth- 
ful fervor, I believed I was helping to hold up 
the arms of the missionary in the far North.”

With isolated exceptions, 
residents of the Comox-Al 
berhi riding are simply too 
busy to become involy ed in 
the election campaign 

I saw about two. dozen 
campaign posters-along the 
roadsides concentrated at 
Alberni, Parksville’ and 
Campbell River — but these 
were mere drops in the 
bucket of new subdivision 
signs, 

Along the highway, the 
large number of new homes 
aiid business buildings under 
construction and the heavy 
flow of truck’ traffie con- 
firmed the talk of a major 
boom under way in Vancou- 
ver Island’s northernmost 


riding. 


Everywhere f went, people —— 


told’me that the New Demo- 
cratic candidate Tom Barnett 
was expected to win his fifth 
term in Parliament—but I 
gained ‘the impression that 
there was more of a contest 
here than in the mid-isiand 
riding. 


. Fishermen Angry 


Certainly there is more in- 
terest in the election, al- 
- though by only a small mar 
gin and for reasons peculiar 
to the riding. 

At’ Campbell River, elec 
tion talk is fairly common 

the only community where 
I found this throughout my 
tour, There appear to be two 
reasons: 

Fishermen have had-a dis- 
astrous seaSon,and are bit: 
terly angered with what 
they consider to be the fed- 
eral government's neglect of 
their industry. They've -had 
meetings demanding more 
development of spawning 


_ grounds and research, 


But it is notable that all this 
resentment redounds to Mr. 
Batnett’s. advantage — he is 
considered their champion— 
which’ militates against any 


‘change, in the riding’s repre- 


sentation. 

Secondly, 27-year-old Bill 
Macadam, the Conservative 
candidate, is the first man 
from Campbell River to be 
running for a federal seat in 
almost three decades and local 
pride alone has prompted in- 
terest in his home town. 

Mr. Macadam also has 
created the only hard news 
story of the campaign through 
his offer of free rides on his 
Trans-Mountain Airline to his 
opponents when stumping the
